Within a few days a bid for a new 
post office building will be submitted 
to the government post office inspector. 
Plans for this prospective building are 
not yet ready for publication, but from 
what the bidders have given the Towns- 
man as official information, a fairly 
clear idea can be made of the whole 
plan.

Large Registrations in Public Schools 


The public schools opened on Monday, 
with the exception of the Bradlee school in 
Ballardvale, which will not resume its seo- 
sions until next Monday on account of some 
cases of scarlet fever in the village. 

The Stowe school registration is 214, 
curiously enough the same as in the past four 
years on the first day of school.

Fish Gods Worshiped 
in Hawaiian Islands 
On the Makapu flats near Honolulu 
is the abode of the fish gods. Here are 
the Pyramid rocks of black lava, and 
the fish gods are blocks of black lava, 
roughly hewn, about two feet high, 
standing upright upon a rock platform. 
The ancient Hawallan fishermen 
formed a distinct community of their 
own and had pecullar beliefs and cus- 
toms. Their small temples used to 
stand on almost every rocky promon- 
tory along the coast of Oahu—mere 
rude piles of coral blocks, and not a 
pretentious stone structure like the 
sual Hawaiian “helau,” or temple. 
The fish gods are called “Au-Maka,” 
and the chief fish god is “Kaula.” He 
was worshiped at an altar, or “ko-a"; 
offerings and sacrifices were brought 
to him for abundant catches, Al-al, 
the son of Kaula, was the one who 
first revealed the location of the deep- 
dea fishing grounds to the fishermen. 
Undoubtedly the same beliefs pre- 
vailed among the Polynesians, a& is 
seen even today in the dance of the 
waves in Fiji, which is the survival of 
an ancient ceremonial dance of the 
fishermen, held at times of festivals 
and sacrifices to the fish gods,

Popular Johnny Cake 


Traced to Shawnees 
It has been generally claimed by 
students of words that “Johnny cake” 
is a corruption of “journey cake.” Ap- 
parently there is no evidence to sup- 
port the theory. Will H. Lowdermilk, 
in his History of Cumberland, has ad- 
vanced a theory which seems to be 
more plausible. A favorite article of 
diet among the Shawnee Indians who 
lived in Maryland, Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia and Ohio was a cake made of 
corn beaten as fine as the means at 
command would permit. This was 
mixed with water and baked on a flat 
atone which had been previously heat- 
ed in the fire. The early hunters and 
trappers in this region followed the 
example of the Indians in making 
these cakes, which they called “Shaw- 
nee cakes,” after the tribe. After the 
lapse of a few years “Shawnee cake” 
was corrupted by those who did not 
know its origin into “Johnny cake.”

ish and Game Protective Association, was 
begun in October 1925. Ata meeting held by 
the association last October a committee to 
direct the investigation was elected as follows: 


Dr. John C. Phillips, chairman, Dr. Thomas 
Barbour! and Thornton W. Burgess. 

The investigation includes all of New 
England and eastern Canada. It is a part of 
a larger investigation covering the entire 
range of the ruffed grouse. Dr. Alfred O. 
Gross, Bowdoin College, Brunswick, Maine, 
is in charge of the investigation, and Dr. E. E. 
Tyzzer, Peparanent of Pathology, Harvard 
Medical School, Boston, is conducting the 
pathological investigation. 

The report of progress shows that a total 
of 417 specimens of ruffed grouse were con- 
tributed last year, mostly by sportsmen 
during the open season. Of this number 140 
were entire birds and thirty-two of these were 
found dead. The investigation thus far in- 
dicates that the cause of the periodic decrease 
in the numbers of grouse is much more com- 
plicated than is generally suppposed, more 
than a dozen parasites and diseases of vary- 
ing importance having been noticed in the 
birds thus far received. The report points 
out, however, that disease is only one phase 
of the investigation, and that a complete 
study of the food growth, habits, and in fact, 
the entire life history of the bird is being 
carried on. 

Definite conclusions and results cannot be 
expected in so short a time, but the investi- 
gation as originally planned will cover a 
period of at least three years and it is believed 
will fully justify itself in that time. Such an 
investigation has never before been under- 
taken and deserves the active interest and co- 
operation of every sportsman and all others 
interested in the ruffed grouse. 

It is estimated that a fund of at least 
$3000 will be needed to continue the work 
during the year 1926-27. A fund of $2629 
was subscribed last year and has been ex- 
hausted. All who are interested in the ruffed 
grouse and the investigation are asked to 
contribute one dollar or more which should 
be sent to the New England Grouse Fund, 
3 Joy Street, Boston, Mass.

HOW THE HEAR 
WORKS 


DR. FREDERI' B, GREEN 
Editor of “HEALTH” 


OR the last twenty-five years, 
heart disease has increased in 


frequency, untilit is now smone the 
most common causes of death, espe- 


cially in persons over middle age. It 
{s today so frequent that it has 
passed both tuberculosis and pneu- 
monia, which used to be considered 
the most common causes of death. 

Almost every newspaper one picks 
up contains an account of the death 
of some man or woman from this 
mysterious ailment. The strange 
thing is that these deaths are not 
from the ranks of the weak and 
feeble but usually among those sup- 
posed to be in perfect health and 
vigor. 

These sudden and mysterious deaths 
naturally excite alarm and apprehen- 
sion so that the very suggestion of 
“heart disease” carries with it terror 
and visions of sudden death. What tis 
this “heart disease” which is so com- 
mon and which everyone fears? 

Theré are many forms of heart 
disease, only the most common of 
which can be discussed here. In or- 
der to understand anything about 
them, it is necessary to know some- 
thing about the heart, its structure 
‘and its workings. 

The heart is the central and the 
most important part of the circulatory 
system by which blood !s distributed 
to every portion of the body. It Is 
a pumping system, in which the heart 
is the pump. The arteries, the vessels 
which carry the blood from the heart 
to every part of the body and the 
veins, the vessels by which the blood 
{s returned to the heart. Every school 
boy or girl knows that the heart is 
located in the left side of the chest 
and that {it Is divided into two parts, 
the right and the left. These are 
really two separate pumps, which are 
joined together into one organ. The 
left side of the heart, which pumps 
the blood through the body, is the 
largest and the strongest. It has 
two cavitdes. The upper one with 
thin walls is called the auricle. The 
blood comes into it from the lungs 
and is forced through a narrow open- 
ing into the lower cavity which has 
thick and strong muscular walls. This 
cavity {s called the ventricle. The 
opening between the auricle and 
ventricle is guarded by valves so that 
when the blood has been forced into 
the ventricle and the valves closed 
{t cannot return into the auricle, but 
when the left side of the heart con- 
tracts, the blood is ferced out through 
the aorta or great blood vessel, from 
which it {s distributed all over the 
body, coming back by the veins which 
gradually unite to form the vena 
cava. The blood passes into the right 
auricle then through an opening Into 
the right ventricle, which forces it 
into the lungs where it receives the 
oxygen which it needs and returns to 
the heart by the pulmonary vein into 
the left auricle again. 

So the heart goes on from birth to 
death dilating and contracting from 
sixty to elghty times or more a min- 
ute every hour of the day and night, 
keeping the blood in constant circula- 
tion in all parts of the body.
